How then, do we cope with CPU Controlled, PLL Synthesized, 
MOSFET Stabilized, Communications Systems offered by com- 


panies whose names often cannot be pronounced and at prices for 


which, 20 years ago, a new Cadillac could be had? 

The answer is obvious! Some pretraining is required and to that 
end, this tretise is directed. 

Pay attention! Your final transistors are at stake. 

When the loan at the bank is finalized and the new rig purchased, 
make room on the bench and proceed as follows: 

First — open the box and remove the instructions. These are 
usually contained in a manual (printed in Japan) which describes 
various subjects relating to the successful installation, operation 
and maintenance of the item. If the problems deciphering some 
translation and spelling errors are evident, do not contact the 
dealer. He never read the manual, doesn’t speak Japanese and 
probably only has a CB ticket anyway. 

Remove the rig from the carton and place carton in a safe place. 
It will be needed later to return the unit to Nagasaki for repair. 

Next, remove rig from plastic wrapping and locate AC power line 
plug. This is a 2 or 3 conductor black wire with a molded phenolic 

plug on the end. Somewhere in the room you will find a wall socket 
usually 2 or more feet away from the end of the AC power cord 
when fully éxtended. 

Next, purchase an extension cord which will allow you to extend 
the length of the AC cord and plug into wall socket.

HELP WANTED; FILE COMMENTS, SAVE TOWERS...... 


Radio amateurs who have experienced zoning and other state 
or local restrictions on erecting effective amateur antennas: Your 
help is urgently needed! The ARRL need you to file comments 
with the FCC that give a factual account of problems you’ve en- 
countered in obtaining permission from local authorities to erect 
your amateur antenna. 


In mid-July ARRL filed an extensive document with the FCC 
that requested the Commission to issue a public declaration that 
state and local authorities may not prevent antenna effectiveness. 
Such enerous restrictions inhibit the federal objectivies of the FCC’s 
licensing of amateur radio stations; therefore, the Commission 
should declare that such regulations are preempted. The FCC has 
since designated the League’s request as ‘““PRB-1”’, and established 
a ‘“‘pleading cycle,’ Comments are now due November 9th and re- 
plies to comments are due December 14th. 


A notice requesting comments on the League’s *Kequeset tor 
Issuance on Declaratory Ruling’’ on antenna zoning appears in 
the September 14th Federal Register. 

It is critically important that as many radio amateurs as possible 
file comments on PRB-1. ARRL’s request was preceded by a 
nearly idntical request by United Satellite Communications, Inc. 
(USCI)’ USCI has found that its marketing of small, four-foot in 
diameter television receive only (TVRO) “dish” antennas has been 
severly restricted by state and local regulations. USCI’s request has 
drawn heavy opposition from organizations that represent local 
government interests. (e.g., the American Planning Association, 
the National League of Cities, the City of New York, etc.) 

ARRL expects similar opposition to its request, PRB-1. That’s 
why it is so important that individuals and clubs present the FCC 
with case-histories of problems hams have faced in getting or being 
denied permission to erect effective amateur antenna systems. 


Send a s.a.s.e. with 88 cents postage to ARRL Hgq., 225 Main St., 
Newington, CT 06111 and ask for the PRB-1 material, which will 
give you our original filing and instructions for filing comments. 
The procedure for filing comments is simple: send one original & 
four copies of your comments to: The Secretary, FCC Washington 
D.C. 20554. The first page of your comments should include the 
heading,” ‘“‘Comments in Response to PRB-1””’ They must be 
received no later than November 9th. Dont delay, time is most 
important! (From The ARRL Letter Oct. ll, 1984)

HAM HINTS — ARNS 

You say your 2-meter vertical is not doing a good job of getting 
you into the repeater? You live on the northwest side of town and 
just don’t quite make it to the guys on the southeast side of town? 
Here may be a solution to your problem. 

Don’t mount your vertical at the top of your mast or tower; move 
the antenna down the mast (or tower) slightly more than the length 
of the vertical, and 1/4 wavelength from the mast in the direction 
you want the signal to go. 

For example, for a 1/4 wave 2-meter ground plane, you would 
move it down about 20 inches (not critical), and 19-1/2 inches to the 
southeast of the mast to improve the signal toward the southeast. 
Why? The mast or tower acts as a reflector, just like a beam 
producing a major lobe in the direction of the antenna. The signal 
will be increased about 30% in the forward direction, and reduced 
in the direction of the mast by a like amount. 

The bigger the mass of the mast or tower, the broader the for- 


ward lobe. (THE MIKE & KEY)

As a Ham and a Real Estate 
Broker, | have made some obser- 
vations on some considerations 
that should be taken into account 
when purchasing property. We can't 
all afford that ideal QTH with a 
2-acre antenna farm and sitting 
up on ahill, but there are locations 
in all price ranges that would 
make a good Ham QTH. 

Elevation above average terrain 
is an obvious factor, especially for 
VHF and UHF work. For HF, being 
somewhat above the immediate 
surroundings and in the clear, 
would be the most important 
thing. Before purchasing, find out 
if there are any antenna height 
restrictions imposed by the city, 
county, or in the case of many 
new housing developments, in the 
form of protective covenants. 
These covenants would be on file 
at the court house: 

Some of the new developments 
allow no outside antennas—it 
might be hard to get a TH-6 in the 
attic. Being near an airport poses 
some additional restrictions in 
antenna height—especially in the 
flight path. 


of interference, such as power 
lines, commercial properties or a 
neighbor with an arc-welder, etc. 
Are the power lines underground? 
The noise is usually lower in these 
areas, however, prices may be 
higher. How close together are 
the houses—the closer your 
neighbor is, the greater chance 
for you to bother each other. 
Again, price may dictate a com- 
promise in this area. 

Generally, aQTHin close prox- 
imity to a broadcast station is not 


a good idea, especially an AM 
station. All it might take is one bad 
connection inthe antennasystem 
and you could have Loretta Lynn 
singing all over the 40 meter band. 

Trees may be a help in sup- 
porting wire antennas, but too 
many can make it difficult to get 


want to remove some trees? A 
wire antenna should never have 
to cross a power line. Along this 
same line, if you are going to put 
up a tower, it should be in sucha 
place that it won't blow down 
across a power line. 

The house should have at least 
220 volt 100 amp service. This is 
code in most areas. If not, you 
may want to take the cost of 
installation into consideration. 

Where are you going to put the 
shack? Does the XYL (or OM) 
have other plans for the same 
room? It might pay to discuss 
this. If the shack is to be in the 
basement, is it dry? How will the 
feedlines be routed outside? Also, 
how close is the nearest Ham? If 
he is close and active, you may 
blow each other off the air, or may 
have to restrict your operation to 
separate bands sometimes. 

| am sure there are other consid- 
erations, and of course, the regular 
ones you would have in purchas- 
ing a house as anon-Ham. If you 
find a good QTH, your next job is 
to sell the XYL or OM onthe place. 
Hint: with a super Ham QTH, you 


will be staying, home more.

BACK TO BASICS 
de Ron, WB4GHU 

In this column, I will attempt, over the next few issues, to offer 
some tips and suggestsion that will accomplish two things: enable 
the beginning traffic handler to feel confident on a traffic net, and 
assist the veteran in polishing up some areas which may be vague 
or forgotten. I would appreciate comments and suggestions, in 
order that this column might best serve the needs of our traffic nets 
and operators. 

Perhaps one of the most basic rules of traffic nets is the LISTEN 
FIRST. If the net control station is asking for specific stations to 
check in, and you are not one of those stations, then WAIT. Some 
common examples of specific calls are: stations with an- 
nouncements or bulletins (QNC on CW), stations who are reps to or 
from other nets, stations who have traffic (some nets ask for traffic 
by category, too — be careful! ), stations in a specific city or area, 
stations who can relay or deliver certain traffic, and stations 
requesting ‘informal’ traffic (words with a certain station or 
phone patch, for example). 

Still other nets employ a “‘roll call’’ when taking checkins. If your 
station is not on a callsign roll-call, wait. If your city isn’t on the 
geographic type of roll call, wait. 

Some nets use an alphabetical system to take checkins; for 
example: “stations with or without traffic A thru G.”’ This means 
the Net Control Station (NCS) is listening for stations to check in, 
either with or without traffic, with the SUFFIX of their callsigns 
beginning with any letter A thru G. The entire alphabet will be 
covered in groups like this, so don’t get nervous if your call is 
KB4ZZZ — you will get a turn! 

The important thing to remember is to listen for the NCS to ask 
for stations which fit the category that applies to your situation. If 
he is listening for stations WITH TRAFFIC, and you have NO 
TRAFFIC, then WAIT. It is sometimes confusing enough when all 
Stations follow instructions on a net; stations calling in out of order 


can be very unnerving and disruptive. A net will always run 


smoother and faster if everyone LISTENS FIRST.

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HURRICANE DIANA AND PACKET RADIO 
By Joel Kandel, KI4T 

As the amateur radio operators of Dade County ARPSC operated 
the amateur station they set up at the National Hurricane Center, it 
became very evident that there was room for Packet Radio in the 
hurricane communications. 

The NOAA weather bulletins are sent out via phone line, ASCII 
coded, to subscribers all over the country. Most of these sub- 
scribers are radio and television stations, who use the information 
to keep their listeners informed of the weather developments. At 
the same time these bulletins are retransmitted by voice over 
amateur radio into the effected areas so that the local hams can 
warn the populace of impending weather. Many times phone lines 
go out, and all that is left of communications in these areas are 
amateur radio stations. 

It would be a relatively simple technical matter to connect a TNC 
into the ASCII weather network, so that at the same time the phone 
line bulletins were being sent out, the very same weather message 
was being sent out over Packet to surrounding areas. At present, 
distance transmissions of Packet information are limited, but it 
would prove an excellent tool for local saturation of weather in- 
formation in the South Florida area. 

Preliminary tests have already transmitted weather info from 
the Hurricane Center as far north as Melbourne. The Miami Packet 
Group will be busy at work in the very near future interfacing NHC 
with Packet.

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ARMY MARS 
THOSE SWITCHING POWER SUPPLIES 
By Dick, AAR4PP 

A couple of Ham manufacturers are offering you the option of 
“Switching’’ power supplies for transceivers instead of the con- 
ventional type you studied about for your General license. Which 
way should you go? 

Those switchers are appealing, all right: smaller and a lot 
lighter. And it’s bound to impress people during QSO’s when you 
announce, ‘I’m running a Vitaflex 1000 into a Stratosphere I-beam 
with inverted radials, three reflectors, four directors and five 
producers, and — oh yes — I’m using a switching power supply.” 
Kinda puts you one-up on the guy with the Collins, the huge Alpha, 
the Pierre Cardin shirt and the Gucci shoes, right? 

Well, that depends. For one thing, it depends on whether you ever 
have a problem with the switcher. Almost anybody can repair a 
conventional supply, and parts are simple to obtain. Switchers are 
another story. If you take one well-advertised switcher back to the 
candy store where you bought it, they’ll send it back to the im- 
porter’s main depot in California; your friendly local repairman 
won’t touch it themselves, no matter how well trained and equipped 
they may be. 

You don’t mind wait waiting a few weeks? That’s nice. How about 
a few months? Because the importer won’t fix your switcher, 
either. He’ll send it on to Japan, where the manufacturer will do the 
surgery (really!). Of course, you’ll still be able to tell people about 
your fancy modern rig — if you use frequencies of about 300 to 2500 
Hertz and have your QSO’s by telephone. 

Larry Wikler, AAV4ZJ, is Army MARS guru on our Technical 
Net (Saturdays, 7:00 PM, 4.025 MHZ). He offers these words of 
wisdom: Switching power supplies are fine where size and weight 
are critical or where there is a need for extremely close electrical 
tolerances under constant load. Where the load varies greated — 
like on SSB — they may be less desirable than conventional power 
supplies, since the demand from the load can go up just when the 
charge on the switcher’s capacitor is on the downward part of its 
cycle. In general, switchers are considered to be unreliable for 
instantaneous, high-current demand.

FLORIDA REPEATER COUNCIL, INC. 

The next Florida Repeater Council meeting will be held at the 
Clearwater Hamfest, November 27, 1984, at 1:30 p.m. 

We were somewhat disappointed by the slow response to our 
request in last month’s column for the reconfirmation of 
frequencies issued after March 1983. The fact is that the Council 
does not yet have an accurate data base for assignments covering 
March 1983 to mid-1984. We therefore appeal again to all those to 
whom repeater pairs and link frequencies were issued since March 
1983, to reconfirm their assignments. In this way, these assign- 
ments can be properly recorded in the data base and will be 
protected. PLEASE help us protect YOUR interests (and your 
investment). 

The Florida Repeater Council is proposing to co-ordinate co- 
channel systems at 75 miles separation, and adjacent-channel at 25 
miles. This applies to all bands, for average sites. Unusually high 
sites will receive special evaluation. 

The Council is also proposing to allow six months from the date of 
issue of a pair for a system to be put into service on that pair. 
Should a system not be operational on the pair within six months, 
the pair will be subject to reassignment. In view of the ever- 
increasing pressure on spectrum, this interval is felt to be 
reasonable. 

Why HIGH-IN/LOW-OUT on 450? There are two main reasons. 
Firstly, Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi are all high-in/low-out. 
In order to avoid lockups and interference, Florida should conform 
to its neighboring states. Secondly, a dual-offset standard is ex- 
tremely wasteful of pairs; if a low-in/high-out pair is in use in one 
area, that pair is for all practical purposes unusable anywhere else 
in the state, as it cannot be coordinated high-in/low-out anywhere 
within several hundred miles of the low-in/high-out. Under certain 
propagation conditions, a lockup is inevitable. We have already 
encountered several cases of this type of interference. 

The Florida Repeater Council is endeavoring to clear up 
problems which have arisen in past years, in order to preserve the 
integrity and viability of our repeater operations in the years 
ahead. We invite your comments on our proposals.

THE VHF’ers ROOST

Propagation reports this month have been few and far between. 
Two very good Tropo openings did occur on 2 meters. On the 
morning of 09-23 a Tropo Duct along the East Coast provided most 
South Florida stations with Georgia and North Carolina, with Don 
N4KHV of Orlando working as far north as New England. Between 
10-01 and 10-04 a extremely large high pressure system over the 
gulf coast states created cross-gulf Tropo, with the LA to FL path 
quite strong. A number of 5/9 qso’s resulted. Unfortunately con- 
ditions deteriorated about 0000utc on 10-05. - 

The remainder of this month’s article is concerned with Legal 
High Power on 70cM from Florida. According to Part 97.61 (7): 


In the following areas, the Peak Envelope Power output of 
a transmitter used in the Amateur Radio Service shall not 
exceed 50 watts, except when authorized by the appropriate 
Commission Engineer-in-Charge and the appropriate 
Military Area Frequency Coordiantor. 

97.61(7) (ii): The State of Florida, including the Key West 
Area, and the areas enclosed within circles of 200 mile radius 
centered at 28°21’N, 80°43’W and 30°30’ N, 86°30’W. 

NOTE: 28°21‘N, 80°43’W is Patrick AFB, FL area; 30°30’N, 
86°30’W is Mobile, AL area. 


After reading this, most amateurs might think high power 
(1kW+) operating in Florida is illegal. WRONG. Obtaining a 
waiver for operating much easier than you might think. I received 
mine in thirty days with only one written request! , 

When requesting this authorization, the FCC will need the — 
following information: owner/licensee, callsign, location, 
frequency range (to be operated), type of emissions, maximum 
power output (in rms watts), hours of operation, and station — 
telephone number. It is also wise to include a statement that you © 
“agree to cease high power operation, upon receiving order from — 
the FCC office.’’ Simple, huh. If you need any more information, — 
please write me. Also, for 20 cents (copying charge) anda SASE, I ~ 
can send you photocopies of my request letter and the FCC’s — 
response.

AERIALS 
By Kurt N. Sterba 
via WORLDRADIO, April 1984 

Many amateurs living in apartments or other antenna restricted 
quarters have a rather tough go regarding the radiating of a signal. 
Here is one solution. 

From the ceiling, hang a square loop of wire about 8’3”’ on a side. 
Cut in the middle of one side and feed with coax. Exactly opposite 
from where the feed is, cut the wire and seperate it with a couple of 
inches between the ends. What you have is half a quad loop, or a 
dipole made into a square. 

The impedance will be quite close to 50 ohms, and the slight loss 
of signal strength (compared to a regular dipole at the same spot) 
won’t be enough to notice. The dimensions are for the 20-meter 
band. You may scale up or down to the frequency of your choice. If 
you have enough room, you could make the loop one full wave- 
length (closed loop), but remember. . .if the loop is horizontal, the 


radiation will be straight upward.

Moving right along, locate by either pictorial view in manual or 
by visual inspection, the knob, lever or push button marked ‘‘Power 
On’’, When this control is pushed in or out, up or down, or moved 
left to right, a lamp will light, indicating that the bulb works. This is 
a good sign. 

Next, attach a “(Dummy Load” to the fitting on the rear apron 
marked “‘ANT”’’. Please don’t ask what a Dummy Load is. That’s 
for the next issue. 

O.K. We plugged her in, we turned her on and we lit the lamps. 
We now must get her loaded. Following the instructions again, we 
select the band, dial the frequency, dip the final and load the tank. 
Simple? — You bet! 

The most important thing to remember is the location of the 
“Power On”’ switch. It’s purpose is two-fold. First, it must be ac- 
tivated to light the lamp and second, it must be deactivated to stop 
the smoke. 

After the smoke clears and the windows are opened to clear out 
the smell, disconnect the load, dummy, and remove the AC line 
cord from the extension cord. Remove the extension cord from the 
wall socket. Replace rig in the plastic wrap. Replace rig in the 
carton (remember that I said we’d need it?) 

The next step, of course, is return it to the place of purchase with 
a written explanation of the problem and, within six months it will 
be repaired and returned. 

You now have two distinct problems. First, finding the darn 
extension cord which your XYL probably stole for the bedroom 
reading lamp and to retrieve it, you have to wiggle under the bed 
and get your nose licked by the dog and second, a new model of your 
rig has since been introduced rendering yours totally unsalable.

EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS 
By Bruce Lyon, WD4BYO 

In selecting an antenna system for public service events we need 
to consider sevén parameters: 

1. GAIN is used to describe the characteristic on an antenna 
whereby the signal strength is improved by concentrating the 
radiation into a narrow beam. A gain antenna provides a higher 
effective radiated power than a non-gain antenna. A gain antenna _ 
will therefore produce a greater signal strength for a given 
transmitter power, or the same signal strength for a reduced 
transmitter power, than will a non-gain antenna. This will in turn 
reduce the battery power required torun the rig. 

2. The FREQUENCY RESPONSE of an antenna is a measure of 
the bandwidth over which the antenna will present a proper im- 
pedance load to the transmitter. For the purposes of our ap- 
plication, we will limit our consideration to a nominal 52 ohm im- 
pedance on the 146.000 to 148.000 portion of the 2 meter band. 

3. The RADIATION PATTERN of an antenna is its ability to 
radiate more effectively in some directions than in others. This 
may be intentional, as in beam antennas, or accidental, as in 
omnidirectional antennas positioned near natural reflectors. When 
working mobile, or as a fixed station transmitting to mobiles, an 
omnidirectional antenna is desired. When operating fixed point-to- 
point, a directional antenna can improve gain and reduce co- 
channel interference. 

4. The HEIGHT of a VHF antenna will affect its performance in 
two primary ways. An antenna above surrounding obstacles, in- 
cluding buildings, trees, etc., will encounter less path loss and 
therefore have a stronger signal. Also, since VHF is basically “‘line- 
of-sight”’, a high antenna will increase the distance to the horizon 
and thus the effective range. 

5. The physical SIZE and weight of the antenna is important 
since it usually needs to be transported and erected, usually 
quickly, by one person, and under adverse conditions. 

6. The antenna SUPPORT system will necessarily be a com- 
promise among the desired characteristics of height, weight, 
strength, portability, and ease of set up. Fortunately an antenna 
rotation system is seldom needed in emergency work. 

7. The FEED LINE from the transmitter to the antenna needs to 
be of high quality to permit low transmitter power to reach the 
antenna with minimum loss. This becomes more critical as higher 
antenna heights require more feed line lengths. Again a com- 
promise must be reached between low loss on one hand and weight, 
flexibility, portability, and ease of installation on the other hand.
